CHICAGO MEN WILL APPEA'L‘
LONDON, Sept, 16-—The British |
frize court todny condemned the |
greater part of the American prod- |
uels forming the cargoes of I't-l.|!'|

clared forfeited to the crown, |
The judgment was delivared by |
EBir Samuel T. Evans, president of |
the court, It involves the rarmws:
of the Norwegian steamships Kim,
Aifred Nobel, Hjornsterne-Bjorson
and Fridland. All the goods on
thege vessels, consisting principally

of Amorican meat products, are con- |
lincated, with the exception of a
amull proportion which the court re-
leased 1o claimants.

The ouse has beon pending for several
monthe, The steamahips wore seiwed last
November, and although efforts were
made by the American owners to obtain
an early trial the Uritiah adthorities set
the hearing for June. The hearing closed
last month and judgment was ressrved
until today.

Judgment of Court.

In a lengthy judgment, Bir Bamual aaid
it was plain these ships were carrying
toward Copenbagen when paptured more
than thirteen timen the amount of goods
whioch undeér normal cireumetances would
have been taken to that port. That fact
gKave practical and overwhelining assur-
ance that the goods were Intended to find
thelr way to Gdermany, although, of
oourse, It did not prove conolusively that
they wers destined for an enemy of
Great Hritaln.

Ons clroumstance throwing lUkht on the
teal destination of the goods, Hir Ram-
uol sald, was that the exporiation of lard
by one American company alone to Co-
penhagen In three wooks after the out-
break of the war was twenty times more
than In periods of pemoce. As to tinm of
canned mests, he sald, It had not not
been shown that they hagd been sent to
Denmark in Any great quantity bafore
the war, yeot hundreds of thousands wera

tured. Thosc tine, It seemed, could net
bave been meant for any other parsons

LONDON, Sept., 16.—Ooinecident
with Harl Kitchener's optimistic re-
marks in the Houss of Lords con-
cerning the position of the Russian
armies, they are showing an inoreas-
ing disposition to reassume the
offensive at many points on the east~
orn front, They are not only press-
ing thelr attacka against the Aus-
trinns in Gallela, but for the most
part aro holding up the German rush
In mid-Poland. The Russians slso
nasert they have thrown back the in-
vadera near Svientayany, where the
German oavalry ocut the Petrograd
rallrond between Dvinak and Viina.
The Germans’ battery still holds out
at the bridgehead near Dvinsk, al-
though the Russians apparently are
holding their opponenta in check in
thin region,

fAussians Galn More Than Lese.
